Marrying, and the Pꝛoteſtant Perſons in their

Be it Enacted by the King s Moſt Excellent 
Majeſty, by, and With the Advice anb Conſent 
of the Lo:ds Spiritual and Lempozal, and che 
Commons in this p:eſent Parliament Allem⸗ 
bled, and by the Authozity of the ſame ; That 
if any Pꝛoteſtant Maid, oz Woma:! Unmarry⸗ 
ed being Heir Apparent to her Anteſtoꝛ, oz 
having a Sole o: Joynt Eſtate, 02 Intereſt in 
Fe-Simple,o2 in Fee-Tail,o2 being Seized in Fi- 
Simple, 92 in Coparcenary, oꝛ in Common, 02 be⸗ 
ing Seized of an Eſtate fo! Life oz Lives, by 
way of Jointure, Dower, oz otherwiſe; oz be- 
ing Poſlefſed of, oꝛ Jntituled unto any 25enefi- 
cial Intereſt, o2 Term fo2 Pears, of, oꝛ in any 
Manours, Lands,Tenements, Rents and He- 
reditaments, in Pollellion, Nevertion, oz Re- 
mainder, oz being Poſſeſſed of, oz Intttuled to 
any Perſonal Eſtate, either in Monep. Stock, 
Plate, Jewels, oꝛ other Gods and Chattels in 
Law 92 Equity, ts the Ualue of Five hundzeb

alſo be Atteſted under the Bands of Two = _ 

redible 
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Credibie Witneſſes, and ſhall be Gzanted with- 
out Fe o: Reward, that then and from the 
time of ſuch Marriage, ſuch Pꝛoteſtant perſon 
ſo Marrying, and the perſon ſhe ſhall ſo Mar- 
ry, {Halt be fo2 ever afterwards Diſabled and 
Rendzed Jncapable of Having, Holding, oz En- 
joping, all, oz any of the atfozeſaid Elkates oz 
Intereſts, Which ſuch Pzoteſtant Perſon fg 
Parryiag , ſhall, may, oz ought to have, at the 
time of ſuch Marriage; and that by ſuch Par- 
riage, as afozeſaid, all, and every of the ſaid 
Eſtates and Intereſts belonging to ſuch Pro⸗ 
teſtant perſon oz perſons lo Marrping, as akoze⸗ 
ſaid, fhall go to, and be Ueſted in, and in Law 
Deemed and Eſtemed to be the Right, Title, 
Eſtate and Intereſt of the nert Proteſtant of 
the Kin, to whom ſuch Eſtate, oꝛ Intereſt 
would Deſcend, oꝛ come to by Zaw, were ſuch 
Pꝛoteſtant Maid oz Woman, and all other In⸗ 
tervening Popiſh Heirs, Erecuto2s, oz Admini- 
ſtrato2s really Dead and Inteſtate at the time 
of ſuch Marriage; and that from the time of 
ſuch Marriage, ſuch nert P2oteſtant of the 
Kin, as afo:eſaid, to whom all, o2 any of the 
ſaid Eſtates 02: Intereſts, ſhall come by ſuch 
Marriage, as afo:ceſaid, ſhall Have, Hold, Pol⸗ 
ſeſs and Enjoy, all, and every ſuch Eſtates and 
Intereſts, in as Large, Ample, and Beneficial 
Manner, to all intents and purpoles, as ſuch 
Pꝛoteſtant Maid oz Woman might Have, Held, 
Yefſefſed, oꝛ Enjoyed the lame, in Caſe this Ac 
had never been made ; and that at 'any time 
after ſuch Pꝛoteſtant Maid oz Woman, ſhall 
Marry without ſuch Certificate, as afozeſaid, 
it all, and map be Tawtul, co, and foz ſurh 
Pꝛoteſtant perſon oz „ to whom all, oz 
any 
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any of the ſaid Eſtates 02 Intereſts, ſhall come 
by ſuch Marriage, as afozeſaid, by any Action

Maid o: Woman Marrying, as atfozeſaid; ſuch 
Maid oz Woman, being by ſuch Marriage to 
be Deemed and Eſtemed Dead in Law, to 
2 afo:eſaid Jntents, Conſtructions and Pur⸗ 

And ik any ſuch Pꝛoteſtant Paid oꝛ Woman, 
as afozeſaid, ſhall at any time after the Firſt 
Day of January Dne thouſand Sir hundred 
Ninety ſeaven Parry any ſuch perſon with- 
ont ſuch Certificate, as aforeſaid: that then, and 
from thenceforth ſuch Proteſtant perſons. and 
ſuch Husband as the ſhall ſo Parry, as afo:e- 
ſaid, ſhall foz ever be Jncapable of being Heir. 
Executoꝛz, Adminiſtratoz, 02 Guardian, of, oz to 
any Pzoteſtant oꝛ Pzoteſtants whatſoever ; and 
in caſe any Pzoteſtant Woman, as afozeſaid, is 
now Married to a Popiſh perſon, and hath now 
by Law a Title or is choſen or appointed to 
be Guardian to any Proteſtant perſon oz per- 
ſons, having all oz any of the ſaid Eſtates 
o Intereſts, afozeſaid, that in ſuch Caſe, 
from and after the ſaid Firſt Day of Ja- 


nuary, ſuch Guardian fhall be utterly Unca- 
| pable 
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— of being any longer ſo - Guardian, oz to 

eceive any the Rents, Illues oꝛ Pzofits, of the 
ſaid Eſtates 02 Intereſts of ſuch perſon oz per⸗ 
ſons in Guardianlhip, as afo:eſaid; and the 
Right and Title of ſuch Guardianſhip, ſhall de- 
volve on, and come to the next Pꝛoteſtant, 02 
Pꝛoteſtants of the Kin, to whom the Eſtate of 
ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons in Guardianſhip, as afoꝛe- 
ſaid cannot deſcend, unleſs ſuch perſon ſhall be 
Uncapable in Law, oz all be Adfudged unfit 
fo: ſuch Guardianſhip by the Court of Chancery 
in this Kingdom: In either of which Caſes, 
ſuch Right of Guardianſhip ſhall go to the 
next Pzoteſtant of Kin, who ſhall be Capable 
and Fit foꝛ the Diſcharge of ſuch Truſt, who 
all take into his, her, o2 their Care and Tui⸗ 
tion ſuch perſon and perſons in Guardianſhip, 
as afozeſaid. and Receive the Rents, Illues and 
Pzofits of ſuch Eſtates and Intereſts belong⸗ 
ing to ſuch perſon oz perſons, fo in Guardian- 


ſhip. 

And that in Caſe any Pꝛoteſtant Miniſter, 
o2 Popiſh Pꝛieſt, oꝛ other perſon whatſoever. 
ſhall after the ſaid Firſt Day of January, Joyn 
in Marriage any Pzoteſtant Matd oz Woman, 
having any of the ſaid Eſtates 02 Jntereſts, 
afo:eſaid, to any perſon Whatſoever, Without 
having ſuch Certificate in Writing, as akoꝛe⸗ 
laid, then every ſuch Pꝛoteſtant Miniſter, Popifh 
Paieft, oꝛ other perſon whatſoever, Joyning in 
Marriage, as afozeſaid, ſuch Pzoteſtant Maid oz 
Woman to any perſon Without ſuch Certificate, 
as afo:cſaid, foꝛ every ſuch Offence, he or they 
Hall ſo Commit, being Convicted thereof by his 
or their Confeſſion, or by the Uerdin ofa Jury 
of Twelve Men of the County wherein ſuch

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Offence (hail be. Committed, hail ſuffer One 
Pear's Impziſonment, without Bail 02 Main- 
pꝛize, and Fozfeit the Summ of Twenty pounds 
Sterling, the one Moyety thereof co Pur Dove- 
reign Lozd the King, that now is, His Heirs 
and Succeſſoꝛs, and the other Moyety to the par- 
ty 02 parties that will Sue fo? the fame, by any 
Bill, Plaint, Action, Sute 02 Jnfo:mation, 
wherein no Eſloyn, Wager of Law, oz P2otecti- 

on Wall be allowed. 
nd whereas the Marriages of Pꝛoteſtant 
perſons, to, and with Popiſh Maldens and Wo- 
men, have proved Pernitious to the Proteſtant 
Intereſt, it commonly happening ſuch Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtant perſons and their Þllues, being influen- 
ced by ſuch Popilh Wives, are Reconciled to Po⸗ 
perv, and become Papiſts: Fo! Remedy whercof, 
Bt it further Enacted by the Authozity afozeſaid, 
That in Caſe any P2oteftant perſon oz perſons, 
ſhall after the ſaid Firſt day of January next, Mar⸗ 
ry any Maiden oz Woman, without having ob- 
tained a Certificate in Writing. under the Hand 
of the Piniſter of the Pariſh, Biſhop of the Dio- 
. ceſs, and ſome Juſtice of the Peace, living near 
s place where ſuch Maid oz Woman ſhall be 
elident at the time of ſach Marriage, oz any 
Two of them, of her being a known Pꝛoteſtant; 
which Certificate ſhall be Atteſted by Tuo 
Credible Witneſfles, as afozeſaid, and ſtall be 
Gzanted without Fee 02 Reward ; ſuch perſon 
92 perlons ſo Marrying any Malden 6: Mo⸗ 
man, ſhall from and after \uch Marriage, be 
in Law, demed and eſteemed to all intents, 
conſtructions and purpoſes, to be a Papiſt oz 
Popiſh Recuſant, and ſhall foz ever afterwards, 
be Diſabled and Rendered Incapable of a and 
rom 
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krom being Heir, Executoz, Adminiſtratoꝛ, or 
Guardian to any perſon oz perſons whatſo- 
ever, as allo be Diſabled to Dit in either Boule 
of Parliament, and Rendered Incapable of, and 
from having, bearing, oz Ererciſing, any Ct⸗ 
vil 92 Military Office o2 Imployment whatſo- 
ever, unleſs ſuch perſon ſo Marrying, ſhall 
within Oue Year after tuch Parriage, procure 
ſuch Mike to be Converted to the P:oteſtant 
Religion, and ſhall obtain a Certificate under 
the Hand and Seal of the Biſhop of the Dio- 
tes, 02 Arch-Bildop of the Pzovince, oz Chan⸗ 
cellor, of this Kingdom, that ſhe hath renounced 
the Pop ſh Religion, and is become a Proteſtant, 
and (hall pꝛocure the ſaid Certificate to be In- 
rolled in the Court of Chancery in this King- 
dom. 

And whereas ſeveral Popiſh Prieſts have of 
late endeavoured to Withd!aw ſeveral of che 
Soldiers Inliſted in his Dajeity s Army, from 
His Majeltys Service, by Warrying them to 
Popiſh Wives. 

Be it therefoze kurther Enacked, That any 
Popiſh Pꝛieſt, o: Pꝛoteſtant Miniſter, 02 o⸗ 
ther perſon whatloever, that ſhall Marry any 
Soldier Juliſted in Vis Majeſtys Armp in 
this Kingdom, to any Mike without ſuch Cer- 
tificate as afozeſaid. ſhall Forfeit the Summ of 
Twenty pounds fo: every ſuch offence, to be 
Levyed by Warrant from any Juſtice of the 
Peace, in any County it! this Kingdom where 
ſuch offence ſhall be Comnutteb of the Gods and 
Chattels of the Offender, o: in default thereof, 
the party ſo Offending to be Commited to the 
County Goal there co remain without Ball 
af Mainpzize, until he * the ſaid Dumm, 

ons 
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one Moyety thereof to luch perſon o2 perſons 
that ſhall give Jnfo2mation and make out ſuch 

ffence befoze any Juſtice of the Peace, and the 
other PYorety to the Treſurcr ot the County, 
to be applyed to the uſe of the County, and 
that every Juſtice of the Peace (hall give an ac⸗ 
count of his pꝛoccdings to the next Quarter- 
Deſſions. 

Pꝛovided always, That any perſon that ſhall 
think himſelf Agrieved, by the Judgment of 
any Juſtice of the Peace, may have Liberty to 
Appeal to the next Quarter-Seſſions, where 
the ſaid Matter ſhall be Examined, and ſuch 
Relief therein given, as to the Juſtices at the 
Nuarter-Seſſions ſhall fem reaſonable. 

P2ovided always, And be it Enacted, That 
in all Caſes where a Certificate is required 
by this Act, that the perſon Marrping is 
a known Pzoteſtane, if any Marriage fſhail 
be Made without ſuch Certificate, and it can 
afterwards be made appear by P2of, that ſuch 
perſon was a known P?2oteſtant, that in ſuch 
Caſe, they ſhall not be Zyable to any Fo2- 
keitures oz Penalties in this Act. 
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An ACT for Granting an Additional Duty 
on Tobacco; and for continuing unto His Majeſty 
an Aid, or Additonal Cuſtom on ſeveral Goods and 
Merchandizes.
